REGULATIONS 


OF    THE 


FACULTY  OF  HARVARD  COLLEGE, 

ADOPTED  1871. 


DEAN'S  OFFICE. 

1.  WEEKLY  lists  of  absences,  returns  of  marks,  and  petitions  to  the 
Faculty,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Dean's  office. 

2.  All  excuses  for  absences,  tardinesses,  or  omissions,  must  be  presented 
before  one  o'clock  of  the  Monday  following  the  irregularity.     All  peti- 
tioners are  required  to  call  at  the  Dean's  office,  in  office  hours,  within 
the  week  after  the  presentation  of  their  petitions,  in  order  to  learn  the 
decision  of  the  Faculty. 

MATRICULATION. 

3.  A  student  entering  College  shall  be  first  received  on  probation,  and 
shall  not  be  matriculated  as  a  member  in  full  standing  until  the  end  of  the 
first  half  year  after  his  entrance.     The  period  of  probation  may  be  pro- 
longed, at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  until  the  beginning  of  the  next 
academic  year ;  but  if  a  student  is  not  then  matriculated,  his  connection 
with  the  College  shall  cease,  unless,  by  a  vote  of  the   Faculty,  he  be 
allowed  to  remain  another  half-year  on  special  probation.     No  student 
shall  be  matriculated  until  his  admission  conditions  are  removed. 

4.  A  student  who  has  received  an  admission  condition  may  obtain  its 
removal,  within  the  year  after  his  entrance,  by  excellence  of  College  work 
in  the  special  subject  in  which  he  was  conditioned,  or  by  passing  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  in  that  subject.     Conditions  not  so  removed  must  be 
made  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  academic  year,  at  the  regular  exam- 
ination for  admission.     A  student  who  fails  then  to  make  up  his  condi- 
tions will  not  be  allowed  to  return  to  College. 


SCALES  OF  SCHOLARSHIP. 

5.  The  maximum  mark  for  the   academic  year  in  each   study  shall 
be  determined  by  the  number  of  exercises  assigned  to  that  study,  —  the 
maximum  mark  *of  a  study  having  one  exercise  a  week  for  one  half- 
year  being  two  hundred  and  fifty. 

Every  instructor  may  assign  his  marks,  including  those  for  omitted 
recitations,  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  judge  most  equitable  and  effective. 

6.  At  the  end  of  each  academic  year,  the  names  of  those  students 
who  have  attained  seventy  per  cent  of  the  maximum  mark  in  any  study 
shall  be  printed  in  such  manner  as  the  Faculty  may  direct,  the  proportion 
of  the  maximum  attained  being  given  with  each  name ;  and  a  copy  of 
this  publication  shall  be  sent  to  the  father  or  other  recognized  guardian  of 
each  student. 

7.  At  the  end  of  every  year,  the  marks  received  by  each  student  in 
his  several  studies  shall  be  added  together,  and  from  the  aggregates  thus 
obtained  shall  be  formed  Annual  Scales  for  the  use  of  the  Faculty. 

8.  The  recommendations  and    appointments    to  scholarships  for  each 
academic  year  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  end  of  that  year, 
and  chiefly  with  reference  to  the  annual  scales.     Applications  must  be 
made  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June.     No  student  who  has  incurred 
a  serious  College  censure  in  the  course  of  the  year  shall  be  considered  as 
a  candidate  for  a  scholarship. 

9.  The  parts  at  Commencement  shall  consist  of   Orations,   Disserta- 
tions, Disquisitions,  and  Essays,  and  shall  be  assigned  in  accordance  with 
the  following  rules  :  — 

Any  student  who  attains  ninety-five  hundredlhs  of  the  maximum  mark  for 
the  whole  College  course  shall  receive  an  Oration  summa  cum  laude. 

Any  student  who  attains  ninety  hundredths  of  the  maximum  mark  for  the 
whole  College  course  shall  receive  an  Oration. 

Any  student  who  attains  eighty-five  hundredths  of  the  maximum  mark  for 
the  whole  College  course  shall  receive  a  Dissertation. 

Any  student  who  attains  eighty  hundredths  of  the  maximum  mark  for  the 
whole  College  course  shall  receive  a  Disquisition. 

Any  student  not  entitled  to  a  part  under  the  preceding  provisions  who 
yet  attains  eighty-seven  hundredths  of  the  maximum  mark  for  the 
Junior  and  Senior  years  combined  shall  receive  an  Essay. 

Students  who  enter  to  advanced  standing  may  become  candidates  for 
Commencement  parts  of  any  grade  by  passing  special  examinations,  for 
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marks,  upon  the  work  of  the   College  years  previous  to  their  admis- 
sion. 

The  appointments  for  Commencement  shall  be  provisionally  made 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Senior  year.  The  provisional  assignment  shall 
be  corrected  immediately  before  Commencement ;  and  a  list  of  all  the 
parts  as  finally  assigned  shall  be  printed  on  the  Commencement  pro- 
gramme. Parts  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Dean's  office  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May.  A  small  number  of  these  parts  shall  be  selected  for 
delivery. 

DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  ARTS. 

10.  Only  such  persons   as  have  performed  the  work  of  the  College 
course  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  recommended  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  ;  and  the   examinations  in  the  College  course 
(both  final  and  special)   constitute  a  series  of  examinations  for  that  de- 
gree.    Any  student,  however,  who  has  not  complied  with  the  requisitions 
for  a  degree  before  the  end  of  his  Senior  year,  may  be  recommended  for 
his  degree  in  any  subsequent  year,  on  passing  satisfactory  examinations 
in  the  studies  in  which  he  was  deficient. 

11.  Persons  recommended  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  shall  be 
divided  into  two  classes,  —  those  recommended  for  an  ordinary  degree, 
and  those  recommended  for  a  degree  with  distinction.     Those  only  shall 
be  recommended  for  a  degree  with  distinction  whose  scholarship  for  the 
whole  College  course  entitles  them  to  a  part  at   Commencement.     This 
distinction  shall  be  indicated  in  the  diploma  by  the  words  cum  laude. 

12.  Honors  of  two  grades  shall  be  awarded  for  special  proficiency  in 
any  of  the  following  departments  :  Classics  ;  Philosophy ;  History  ;  Modern 
Languages ;  Mathematics  ;  Physics,  including  Chemistry ;  Natural  His- 
tory.    The  requisitions  for  Honors  shall  be  announced  by  the  Faculty 
from  time  to  time,  at  least  two  years'  notice  being  given  to  each  Class. 
The  department  in  which  Honors  are  awarded,  as  well  as  the  grade  of 
the  Honors,  shall  be  stated  in  the  diploma. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

13.  Every  final   examination  for  which  marks  are  assigned  shall  be 
conducted  in  writing  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Faculty,  shall  reg- 
ularly occupy  not   less   than   two  hours,   and  shall  never  be  extended 
beyond  three  hours. 

14.  Any  student  detected  in  using  unauthorized  books  or  papers  at  an 
examination,  or  in  having  any  such  in  the  examination-room,  or  in  com- 


municating  with  any  student  during  an  examination  without  the  express 
permission  of  the  instructor,  shall  be  suspended  or  otherwise  punished 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

15.  If  at  any  time  a  student  shall  be  found  to  have  failed  on  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  work  in  any  study  of  the  current  year,  he  shall  be 
required  to  make  up  such  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner  at  the  beginning 
of  the  next  academic  year,  as  a  condition  of  being  permitted  to  return  to 
College.     If,  however,  at  the  end  of  any  academic  year  a  student  shall  be 
found   not   to   have  attained  one-third  of  the  maximum   mark  for  the 
whole  work  of  the  year,  that  year  shall  not  be  counted  him  as  a  candi- 
date for  a  degree. 

16.  If  a  student  who  has  been  seriously  deficient  in  any  study  shall 
be  absent  from  an  examination  in  that  study,  he  shall  be  liable  to  all  the 
consequences  of  a  failure  at  that  examination. 

17.  If  any  student  is  tardy  at  an  examination,  the  examiner  may  refuse 
to  receive  him,  and  may  report  him  as  absent. 

18.  Attendance  at  a  final  examination  shall  exempt  a  student  from 
attending  recitations  on  the   same   day.      Attendance  for  two  or  more 
hours  at  a  special  examination  shall  exempt  a  student  from  attending 
recitations  in  the  same  half-day,  and  from  reciting  in  the  other  half  of 
the  same  day.     Notice  of  absence  from  recitation  on  account  of  a  special 
examination,  must  be  given  in  writing  by  the  student  to  the  Dean  on  the 
following  Monday. 

19.  Any  student  who  omits  an  examination  or  other  written  exercise 
shall  make  up  such  exercise,  unless  he  be  specially  excused  from  doing 
so  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty,  in  a  manner  and  at  a  time  satisfactory  to 
the  instructor,  such  time  to  be  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the  next 
academic  year.      Any  failure  to  appear  at  the  time  fixed  for  making 
up  a  written  examination  shall  be  treated  as  an  absence  from  an  exam- 
ination. 

20.  Suspended  students,  and  students  absent  on  leave,  whose  term  of 
absence  includes  the  time  of  any  final  examination,  shall   be  required 
to  pass  such  examination  at  the  regular  time. 

PENALTIES. 

21.  The  College  Penalties  shall  be  Marks  of  Censure,  Parietal  Admo- 
nition, Private  Admonition,  Public  Admonition,  Special  Probation,  Sus- 
pension, Dismissio^  and  Expulsion. 

22.  A  Public  Admonition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the 
Dean  to  the  father  or  other  recognized  guardian  of  the  student. 


23.  Special  Probation  shall  indicate  that  a  student  is  in  serious  dan- 
ger of  separation  from  College.     Whenever  a  student  incurs  or  is  relieved 
from  this  penalty,  notice  shall  be  immediately  given  by  the  Dean  to  his 
father  or  guardian. 

24.  Suspension  is  a  temporary  separation  from  the  College ;  and  it 
may  be  accompanied  with  the  requirement  of  residence  in  a  specified 
place,  and  of  the  performance  of  specified  tasks. 

25.  Dismission  is  a  penalty  which  closes  a  student's  connection  with 
the  College,  without  necessarily  precluding  his  return. 

26.  Expulsion  is  the  highest  academic  censure,  and  is  a  final  separation 
from  the  University. 

27.  Marks  of  Censure  shall  be  imposed  as  follows :  — 

For  an  unexcused  absence  from  daily  prayers  (beyond  the  allowance)  3 

For  an  unexcused  absence  from  church 16 

For  an  unexcused  tardiness  at  any  exercise,  except  an  examination  .  8 

For  an  unexcused  tardiness  at  an  examination 32 

For  an  unexcused  absence  from  a  recitation,  lecture,  or  exercise  in 

elocution  or  themes 8 

For  an  unexcused  omission  of  a  written  exercise 24 

For  an  unexcused  omission  of  a  theme 48 

For  an  unexcused  absence  from  a  special  examination 96 

For  a  parietal  admonition 16 

For  a  private  admonition 32 

For  a  public  admonition    .     .     .     .     » 64 

Marks  of  Censure,  however,  shall  not  be  combined  with  marks  for 
Scholarship. 

28.  For  misconduct  at   a  recitation,  lecture,  or   other   exercise,   not 
amounting  to  a  high  offence,  the  instructor  may,  at  his  discretion,  impose 
marks  of  censure   not  exceeding  thirty-two.     Such  penalty  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Faculty  by  the  instructor  in  his  next  weekly  return,  and 
notice  of  the  same  shall  be  communicated  to  the  student  within  the  fol- 
lowing week. 

29.  Other  marks  of  censure  may  be  imposed  by  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

30.  Whenever  the  total  number  of  marks  of  censure  incurred  by  any 
student  in   any   year   shall  amount  to  three   hundred,   he  shall   be  put 
on  special  probation  ;  whenever  they  shall  amount  to  four  hundred,  he 
shall  be  suspended  at  least  until  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

31.  The  number  of  marks  of  censure  incurred  by  each  student  in  the 
course  of  the  academic  year,  if  as  many  as  one  hundred  and  fifty,  shall 
be  reported  by  the  Dean,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  to  the  Faculty,  and  to 
the  father  or  guardian  of  the  student. 


ABSENCES,  TARDINESSES,  AND  OMISSIONS. 

32.  Sixty   unexcused    absences   from    prayers    in    the   course    of   the 
academic  year  (with  the  exceptions  enumerated  below)  shall  be  allowed 
to    each   student  without  penalty ;    of   which,  however,  not  more   than 
ten  shall  be  allowed  before  December  1st.     But  the  allowance  of  sixty 
shall   be  reduced   to  fifty  for  students  regularly  excused    from  Sunday 
prayers,  and  to  forty  for  students   regularly  excused  from  Sunday  and 
Monday  prayers ;  and  if  at  any  time  a  student  is  temporarily   excused 
from  attendance  at  prayers,  his  allowance  of  absences  for  the  year  shall 
be  diminished  at  the  rate  of  three  for  every  week  that  he  is  tempora- 
rily excused.     The  usual  allowance  may  also  be  reduced,  by  vote  of  the 
Faculty,  in  other  cases  of  numerous  excused  absences  from  prayers. 

33.  A  student  who  wishes  to  pass  Sundays  regularly  with  his  family 
must  present  to  the  Dean,  at  the   beginning  of  each  academic  year,  a 
request  to  that  effect,  signed  by  his  parent  or  guardian,  or  by  the  student 
himself,  if  he  be  of  age.     Any  student  who  does  not  regularly  pass  Sun- 
days with  his  family  may  be  absent  to  pass  Sunday  with  his  family  or 
friends  six  times  in  a  year. 

34.  No   absences    from   any    College   exercises  and   no    omissions  of 
work  shall  be  excused,  except  those  which  are  caused  by  sickness,  or 
which  for  other,  reasons  seem  to  the  Faculty  unavoidable.     In  case  of 
sickness,  a   satisfactory  certificate  from  a  physician  shall  be  required; 
or  if  the  student  be  sick  at  home,  the  certificate  of  his  father  or  other 
recognized  guardian  may  be  received. 

35.  When  a  student's  absences  become  so  numerous  as  to  interfere 
seriously  with  his  College  work,  the  Faculty  may,  by  a  special  vote,  decline 
to  grant  him  further  excuses ;  and  such  vote  shall  be  immediately  com- 
municated to  the  student. 

36.  Any  student  who  presents  himself  at  a  recitation,  lecture,  or  exam- 
ination, more  than  five  minutes  after  the  hour,  or  who  enters  the  chapel 
at  morning  prayers  after  the  bell  has  stopped  tolling,  or  church  on  Sun- 
day after  the  service  has  begun,  shall  be  accounted  tardy. 

37.  The  marks  of  censure  which  are  imposed  for  unexcused  absences, 
tardinesses,  and  omissions,  are  stated  in  paragraph  27.     Such  delinquen- 
cies, when  excessive,   shall  also  subject  the   student  to  certain  higher 
penalties,  and  to  the  additional  marks  of  censure  which  accompany  them, 
according  to  the  following  rules :  — 

Whenever,  in  the  course  of  any  one  year,  any  student's  unexcused 
absences  from  prayers  (in  addition  to  the  allowance  made  in  paragraph 
32)  shall  amount  to  ten,  or  his  tardinesses  at  prayers  and  church  to  ten. 


or  his  absences  from  recitations  and  lectures  to  nine,  or  his  tardinesses 

at  recitations  and  lectures  to  nine,  or  his  absences  from  church  to  two, 

he  shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Faculty,  and  shall  receive  a 

private  admonition. 
Whenever  his  unexcused  absences  from  prayers  shall  amount  to  twenty, 

or  from  recitations  and  lectures  to  thirteen,  or  from  church  to  three,  he 

shall  receive  a  public  admonition. 
Whenever  his  unexcused  absences  from  prayers  shall  amount  to  thirty, 

or  from  recitations  and  lectures  to  seventeen,  or  from  church  to  four,  he 

shall  be  put  upon  special  probation. 
Whenever  his  unexcused  absences  from  prayers  shall  amount  to  forty, 

or  from  recitations  and  lectures  to  twenty-one,  or  from  church  to  Jive, 

he  shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Faculty,  and  be  suspended  at 

least  until  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 
Whenever  a  student  shall  be  absent  from  a  final   examination   without 

a  satisfactory  excuse,  he  shall  be  suspended  for  not  less  than  three 

months  of  term-time. 

The  unexcused  omission  of  a  theme  shall  be  considered  as  equiva- 
lent to  six,  and  the  unexcused  omission  of  any  but  a  final  written  exam- 
ination as  equivalent  to  twelve,  absences  from  recitation,  in  applying  the 
rules  of  this  section. 

RULES    RELATING    TO    GOOD    ORDER. 

38.  Students  are  forbidden  to  make  a  noise,  to  throw  snowballs,  to  play 
any  game,  or  to  smoke,  in   the   College  yard   or  entries ;  to  cheer  in  the 
yard  or  entries  on  any  occasion  except  Class  Day,   or  to  proclaim    the 
name  of  any  person  in  connection  with  the  cheering  on  that  day. 

A  Parietal  officer  may,  at  his  discretion,  forbid  the  collecting  of 
students  in  groups  within  the  precincts  of  the  College. 

Any  violation  of  decorum  on  Sunday,  or  on  a  public  day,  shall  be 
considered  as  an  aggravated  offence. 

Students  are  forbidden  to  loiter  about  the  entrances  of  the  public 
halls,  or  of  the  College  yard,  on  any  of  the  days  of  the  principal  examina- 
tion for  admission  to  College. 

39.  No  undergraduate  shall  be  allowed  to  transfer  or  leave  a  College 
room  assigned  to  him,  or  to  occupy  a  College  room  not  assigned  to  him, 
without  first  obtaining  leave  from  the  Registrar,  and  then  giving  notice  of 
such  change  to  the  Steward  and  to  the  Dean. 

No  undergraduate  shall  lodge  in  any  house  or  board  in  any  family 
disapproved  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty. 
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No  student  shall  change  his  lodging  or  boarding  house  without  giving 
immediate  notice  of  the  change  to  the  Dean  and  the  Registrar,  including 
notice  of  the  lodging  or  boarding  house  to  which  he  has  removed. 

Every  student  living  within  the  College  walls  must  deposit  the  key  of 
his  room  in  the  Steward's  office  before  he  leaves  town  at  the  beginning 
of  a  vacation.  In  the  summer  vacation,  the  carpet  of  every  College 
room  shall  be  taken  up,  and  the  room  thoroughly  cleaned. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  College  buildings 
during  the  summer  vacation,  without  leave  of  the  Registrar. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  who  live  in  College  rooms  are  re- 
quired to  vacate  them  as  soon  as  the  first  Saturday  after  Commencement. 

40.  No   student   occupying   a  College  room  shall  have   any  musical 
instrument  in  his  room,  without  immediately  giving  notice  of  it  to  the 
officer  of  his  entry. 

No  musical  instrument  shall  be  played  upon,  and  no  singing  shall  be 
allowed,  except  between  the  dinner-hour  and  four  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, and  between  six  o'clock  and  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  on 
Saturdays  after  the  last  recitation-hour. 

41.  Cutting,  marking,  or  otherwise  defacing  any  College  buildings  or 
furniture,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

42.  No  College  Society  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Faculty  until  a  copy 
of  its  constitution  and  of  all  its  rules  and  by-laws  has  been  left  with 
the  Dean. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  authorized  Society  to  leave  with  the 
Dean  the  names  of  its  officers  within  one  week  after  their  election ;  and 
also  to  keep  at  the  Dean's  office  a  list  of  all  its  members. 

The  officers  of  a  Society  shall  be  responsible  for  any  disorderly  con- 
duct at  its  meetings,  and  for  any  disturbance  after  the  meeting  is  dissolved. 

43.  No  meeting  of  students,  except  the  meetings  of  authorized  Socie- 
ties, shall  be  called  without  a  written  application  to  the  Dean,  signed  by 
three  students  and  expressing  the  purpose  of  such  meeting ;  nor  otherwise 
than  by  a  notice  given  by  the  Dean,  stating  the  time,  place,  and  object  of 
such  meeting ;  and  the  three  students  who  signed  the  application  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  any  proceedings  thereat  not  referring  to  the   object 
specified  in  the  notice,  or  otherwise  contrary  to  the  College  laws.     No 
such  authorized  meeting   shall    be  continued   by  adjournment;   but  for 
every  meeting  a  new  permission  must  be  obtained. 
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
